The following report attempts nothing more than the 
briefest mention, for the sake of record, of the principal 
new policies, plans, and activities instituted during the 
school year 1917-18. To make adequate presentation of 
these, and many other lesser but important and interesting 
new plans and activities, would result in a ponderous, unin- 
viting and expensive volume that few people would read. 
Instead it is planned to issue from time to time attractive, 
illustrated monographs or pamphlets, each treating some 
single phase of the work or policy of the schools. 
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REORGANIZATION 
OF THE SUPERINTENDENT’S STAFF 


At the beginning of the school year 1917-18 there went 
into effect radical changes, not only in the personnel but in 
the organization for service of the Superintendent’s Staff. 
These changes, both of personnel and of organization, 
were made in the interest of more efficient administrative 
and supervisory service. Unity of purpose, harmony of 
action, and co-operation throughout the one system were 
sought; hence, for the former organization that divided the 
system geographically into four districts with an assistant 
superintendent at the head of each district, was substituted 
an organization that treats the system as a whole. A deputy 
superintendent has general charge of the higher six grades 
—which include junior and senior high schools and seventh 
and eighth grades of grammar schools, while an assistant 
superintendent has general charge of the lower six grades 
and the kindergarten. These are assisted, the deputy super- 
intendent by two assistant superintendents, and the assist- 
ant superintendent in charge of lower grades by five gen- 
eral supervisors and a supervisor of kindergartens. 

Co-operation, not isolation, 1s the watchword and prac- 
tice between those assigned to the upper and the lower 
group of grades as well as among those assigned to the 
same grade group. Special supervisors, with their assist- 
ants, are assigned to special work throughout the system. 
While the immediate work and responsibility of each as- 
sistant superintendent, supervisor or assistant supervisor 
is definite, it is undertaken and carried out as a part of one 
whole, not as a complete unit in itself. 

The spirit and policy of the present organization is 
suggested by the following extract from the Superintend- 
ent’s first weekly Bulletin issued September 8, 1917, in 
which the organization and assignment of work and re- 
sponsibility within the Superintendent’s Staff was pre- 
sented in detail: 


“Everyone connected with the Superintendent’s office 
and charged with any administrative or supervisory re- 
sponsibility must work in the interest of the whole school

system. While immediate responsibilities for given fields 
or phases of the work are assigned to individuals, each one 
is expected to discharge such responsibilities with due re- 
gard for others and their responsibilities. This means that 
there must be frequent conference and constant co-opera- 
tion; that each one must strive not only to discharge his 
immediate responsibility, but to help others in discharging 
their immediate responsibilities. All must think in terms of 
one and the same system; each must help to work out a 
single system; no one must try to build up an isolated sys- 
tem of his own. All must work for unity and harmony 
throughout the one system, which is to represerit the organ- 
ized efforts of us all to provide the best possible educational 
opportunities for every child and youth in the city. 


“All general policies shall be determined, as far as pos- 
sible, in general conference, and must have the approval of 
the Superintendent. 


“All matters requiring action by the Board of Educa- 
tion must be submitted to the Board through and by the 
Superintendent.” 


Weekly conferences of the Superintendent’s Staff 
throughout the year have proved an indispensable aid in 
carrying on the work in accordance with the above pro- 
gram. 


REVISION OF RULES 


During the year the methods and policies of the Board 
in performing its functions have undergone radical changes 
involving especially the relations of the Board to its com- 
mittees and to its executive officers, the Superintendent and 
the Director of Schools. In conformity with these changes 
in procedure the rules of the Board have been radically 
revised. The complete revision was finally adopted by the 
Board on August 5, 1918. The new method of carrying 
on the work of the Board, including the relation of the 
Board to its executive officers, is sufficiently indicated in 
the following brief extracts from the Revised Rules: 


1. Method of Business 


(a) All communications, recommendations and reports 
from the Clerk, the Director or the Superintendent, shall 
be made directly to the Board. 
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(b) Recommendations of the Director or the Superin- 
tendent calling for action by the Board shall be presented 
in the form of written resolutions bearing the legend, sub- 
mitted and approved by the Director (or the Superin- 
‘tendent) of Schools, followed by the signature of the 
Director or the Superintendent. 


(c) A resolution submitted by the Director or the 
Superintendent may bear the name of any member of the 
Board as introducing the resolution without in any way 
implying that the said Board member supports the resolu- 
tion. 


(d) All communications, recommendations and reports 
addressed to the Board shall be considered and acted upon 
by the Board as a whole. Reference of such communica- 
tions, recommendations and reports to committees, stand- 
ing or special, shall be made only when information is de- 
sired for the intelligent action of the Board which can be 
better secured through committees than by the Board as a 
whole. 


(e) Any member of the Board may offer a resolution 
or a motion on any subject. 


(f) The function of all committees, both standing and 
special, shall be purely advisory. In this capacity they may 
be called upon for service by the Superintendent or the 
Director, as well as by the Board. 


2. Departments and Department Heads 


The responsibilities of the Board of Education shall be 
discharged through four departments, each department 
under the control of a department head as follows: 

(a) The Clerk's Department under-the control of the 
@lerla | 

(b) The Treasurer’s Department, under the control of 
the Clerk. | 

(c) The Business Department, under the control of the 
Director of Schools. 


(d) The Educational Department, under the control of 
the Superintendent of Schools.

3. Responsibility for and Control of Departments 


(a) Acting in accordance with the state school laws 
and carrying out the policies and directions of the Board 
of Education as expressed in rules or resolutions, the head 
of each department shall be responsible for the organiza- 
tion, direction and supervision of his department, and shall 
have immediate and full control of all employees therein. 


(b) Each department head shall make and publish such 
regulations—not inconsistent with the state laws or with 
the rules and resolutions of the Board of Education—as he 
deems necessary for the successful operation of his depart- 
ment. Eight copies of all such regulations shall be fur- 
nished the Clerk of the Board who shall keep one copy on 
file and shall supply a copy to each member of the Board. 


(c) In the absence of any ruling of the Board to the 
contrary, all regulations published by the heads of depart- 
ments as provided in the last section above shall have the 
full force and effect of rules passed by the Board. 


(d) In the conduct of their respective departments, 
department heads must co-operate with each other to the 
end that harmony and efficiency may prevail throughout the 
school system. 


CHANGES IN THE CURRICULUM 


In every progressive school system the curriculum is 
undergoing continuous change. Adaptation and readapta- 
tion to the needs of pupils and to changing conditions in 
the community are evidences of progress. All of the prin- 
cipal subjects of the curriculum during the past year have 
been subject to continuous and critical study through com- 
mittees representing different grades and departments. 
Many of the results of these studies have been made imme- 
diately effective in changes in the actual work of the 
schools. The influences of nation-wide activities in con- 
nection with the war have made themselves increasingly 
felt in the curricula of all schools. 


The most striking single change in the curriculum is to 
be found in the curtailment and final complete elimination 
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of instruction in German. At the beginning of the school 
year, on recommendation of the superintendent, the Board 
voted unanimously to discontinue all instruction in German 
in the grades at the end of the school year and to offer such 
instruction during the year only to those pupils of the eighth 
grade who had already studied the language one year or 
longer. At the same time equal opportunities for the study 
of French, German and Spanish were offered in all high 
schools, the study of all of these languages being optional. 
This action of the Board resulted in the immediate reduction 
of the number of special German teachers in the grades 
from forty to thirteen. The number was still further re- 
duced at the end of the first semester. There was also a 
marked falling off in the number of those taking German in 
the high schools and a large increase in the number of those 
taking French and Spanish, particularly the former. On 
June 3, 1918, the Board voted unanimously to eliminate all 
study of the German language in all public schools at the 
end of the current school year. This action was based on 
the recommendation of the Superintendent, reading in part 
as follows: 


‘“T have become convinced that the intense, rapidly grow- 
ing, and now apparently almost universal public sentiment 
against any teaching of German in the public schools will 
make it impracticable, if not impossible, to continue such 
instruction after the end of the current school year. Such 
advantages—military, commercial, or educational—as might 
be expected to result from the study of the German lan- 
guage, I am convinced would be more than counterbalanced 
by the untoward effects of offended, antagonized public 
sentiment. Hence, I recommend, without qualification, that 
from the end of the current school year, June 14, 1918, no 
instruction in the German language be given in any public 
school in the city of Cleveland.” 


At the same meeting at which the study of German was 
abolished the Board voted, also on the recommendation of 
the superintendent, to establish at the beginning of the school 
year 1918-19 a system of required military training for boys 
in the three upper years of the senior high schools. 
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SERVICE AND PARTICIPATION OF SCHOOLS 
IN WAR ACTIVITIES 


The whole school system has become increasingly sensi- 
tive and responsive to the various war activities that have 
enlisted the support of the community at large. The par- 
ticipation of pupils and teachers in these great movements 
have undoubtedly contributed more to the pupils’ real educa- 
tion than the pursuit of any single study in the curriculum. 
The organization of the Junior Red Cross throughout the 
schools, the continuous Thrift Stamp Campaign that has 
enlisted the interest and efforts of practically all children 
and teachers, some participation in Liberty Bond sales, 
learning and carrying to homes lessons in Food Conserva- 
tion—to mention only a few of the principal war activities 
that have engaged the schools’ attention—have formed a 
prominent and interesting part of the schools’ work of the 
year. 


REORGANIZING AND EXTENDING THE 
WORK WITH SPECIAL PUPILS 


Work with special pupils is being made increasingly 
effective by more careful study and extended special tests of 
individual pupils. On the basis of such study and tests 
these pupils are grouped and organized into classes under 
conditions more favorable for their instruction. So far as 
possible single isolated classes for defective children are 
being replaced by centers into each of which are brought a 
sufficient number of such children to employ from two to 
five teachers, thus making it possible to grade pupils and to 
introduce a departmental organization, permitting special- 
ized instruction. 


Relatively permanent classes for over-age, but not defec- 
tive, pupils are being advantageously replaced by special 
individual or small-group instruction of such pupils, who 
continue their membership in regular classes. This makes 
it possible for a single teacher to give help to a much larger 
number of backward pupils in just the subjects in which 
such pupils need help and encouragement. 
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EXTENDING THE SERVICE OF THE SCHOOLS 


The policy of the widest possible service of the schools, 
not only to children, but to the community, has been ac- 
cepted both by the Board of Education and the public, and 
is continually finding new avenues of expression. Accord- 
ing to this policy and the recommendation of the superin- 
tendent, the Board on September 24, 1917, opened the 
schools, day as well as evening, to all residents of the city 
over five years of age who were qualified to take advantage 
of any of the schools’ opportunities. Previously it had been 
held that residents over twenty-one years of age must pay 
tuition as a condition of attending day schools. Further- 
more, by the same action, the Board authorized attendance 
of pupils over compulsory school age “for such portions of 
the daily session as may be required to do the work which 
these pupils undertake.” Further, numerous and varied evi- 
dences of the practice of this policy of making the schools 
serve the community are to be found in the activities of the 
Department of Educational Extension, which undertakes 
virtually to bring education to the pupil over compulsory 
school age, at such time and place as may be necessary on 
account of the pupils’ employment. Out of this idea have 
developed many factory and several hospital schools. 


ORGANIZATION OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF EDUCATIONAL EXTENSION 


With the beginning of the school year 1917-18 a new 
department, that of Educational Extension, was organized 
and put under the immediate direction of an Assistant 
Superintendent. A total appropriation of $230,000 for the 
school year was made available for this department. Within 
this department are included evening and summer schools, 
factory classes, part-time schooling, gardening and farm 
camps, and community centers. 

During the year, the department has served approxi- 
mately the following numbers:

DEVELOPMENT OF JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOLS 


Rapid progress was made during the year in bringing 
under Junior High School organization the seventh, eighth, 
and ninth grades. This organization took three forms: 
(1) the organization of the seventh, eighth and ninth grades 
into Junior High Schools in separate buildings; (2) the 
organization of a Junior High School Department in large 
elementary schools; and (3) the introduction of seventh 
and eighth grades into several Senior High Schools, making 
a combined Junior-Senior High School of six grades. In 
the latter the tendency is strongly toward a unified six 
grade high school rather than a school of two distinct de- 
partments,—Senior and Junior, of three grades each. 


At the close of the school year there were 12 Junior High 
School organizations; three in separate buildings containing 
only Junior High School grades; three in buildings contain- 
ing also lower grades under separate organization, and six 
in Senior High School buildings. Of 14,367 seventh and 
eighth grade pupils, 6,999 were found in some one of these 
Junior High School organizations, while 7,368 still re- 
mained in the seventh and eighth grades of Grammar 
Schools. Plans for further Junior High School organiza- 
tions to go into effect at the opening of the school year 
1918-19 will bring a total of approximately 9,500 seventh 
and eighth grade pupils into Junior High Schools, leaving 
only 5,500 still in the seventh and eighth grammar grades. 
The work of the pupils still remaining in the seventh and 
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eighth grades is being organized so far as possible in har- 
mony with that of the Junior High Schools. 


EXTENSION OF CLOSE SUPERVISION 


The policy of providing adequate and close supervision 
throughout the schools has been approved by the Board and 
already given expression in the following ways: 


_l. The assignment to all buildings with thirty teachers, 
or more, of an assistant supervising principal. 


2. The provision of clerical assistants in all elementary 
schools to relieve principals of clerical work, that they may 
devote their time more fully to supervision and other pro- 
fessional matters. 


3. The placing of inexperienced Normal graduates un- 
der the immediate supervision of experienced teachers 
specially qualified for such supervision. - This plan is to go 
into effect with the opening of the school vear 1918-19. One 
supervising teacher will be placed in charge of a group con- 
sisting usually of ten inexperienced Normal graduates. 


4. The employment of a special supervisor of kinder- 
gartens. 


DEVELOPMENT OF THE NORMAL SCHOOL 
AND THE SCHOOL OF EDUCATION 


Plans for making the City Normal School, and especially 
that branch of the school known as the School of Education, 
a still more important factor in the school system, have been 
formulated and unanimously approved by the Board of 
Education. These plans contemplate the development of the 
School of Education into a center of professional uplift and 
improvement for the whole school system. Through the 
extension courses offered throughout the year, and the 
summer school maintained by the School of Education, a 
wealth of opportunity for professional growth and advance- 
ment is offered and to be offered to all teachers and prin- 
cipals in the system. At the same time the faculty of the 
School of Education is being called upon to play an im- 
portant part in the reorganization of the schools and the 
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development of the school curriculum. That the professional 
opportunities offered by this school are appreciated by the 
teaching force, is evidenced by the enrollment of 1620 in 81 
different extension courses maintained during the school 
year, and an enrollment totaling 1246 in a most successful 
summer school session of six weeks; of the suinmer school 
enrollment 1134 were Cleveland teachers, including 88 
principals. 


It is fitting here to make record of the important service 
to the school of Mr. R. W. Himelick, principal ffom -Sep- 
tember, 1914, until his resignation in the middle of the year 
to become Superintendent of Schools at Fort Wayne, Ind. 
Especial credit is due Mr. Himelick for his conception of 
the Cleveland School of Education, which he organized 
early in his administration in co-operation with Western 
Reserve University. 


On account of the rapid growth of the School of Educa- 
tion, and to carry out the plans for the larger role that it 1s 
to play in the school system, the faculty is being largely in- 
creased ; several of the best people available in their respec- 
tive subjects have been engaged for service the coming year. 


CO-OPERATION IN SCHOOL ADMINISTRATION 


The administration has taken the initiative in inviting 
the co-operation of the full teaching force in making and 
carrying out major plans of organization and admiunistra- 
tion. This has been done in order that all concerned may 
have an understanding of the fundamental educational poli- 
cies and aims, and that all may contribute from their varied 
experiences to the formulation and execution of the best 
plans and policies. Such co-operation and understanding 
has been promoted through many meetings of teachers in 
mass and in groups of varying sizes, in which practical prob- 
lems in great variety have been freely discussed with the 
Superintendent and members of the Superintendent’s staff. 


One of the special and most influential agencies of co- 
operation has been found in the Cleveland Educational 
Council which was organized in January, 1918. The pur- 
pose of this Council, as stated in the constitution, is wholly 
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advisory. It performs its function through conferences with 
the superintendent upon any matters pertaining to the wel- 
fare of the Cleveland schools, matters that may be intro- 
duced by the superintendent, by any member of the Council, 
or by any member of the teaching force through any mem- 
ber of the Council. This Council is composed of twenty-six 
members representing various types of teaching service, in- 
cluding principals but not including representatives of the 
Superintendent’s Staff. Members of the Council are nomi- 
nated and elected by ballot by their respective constituencies. 
Within a half year after the Council was organized six 
meetings were held, at which a variety of important sub- 
jects, such as the revision of the rules of the Board of Edu- 
cation, supervision, and loyalty were practically discussed. 
A special committee of the Council appointed for the pur- 
pose, rendered invaluable service in the. investigation of 
numerous complaints of disloyalty lodged against members 
of the teaching corps. 


Another important means of promoting co-operation and 
better understanding of school problems and policies has 
been found in the: superintendents. Bulletins,~ A’ weekly 
Bulletin of information and direction is sent to all schools 
and is accessible to teachers as well as to principals. A 
special information bulletin is issued as occasion seems to 
demand. ‘This bulletin consists of the Superintendent’s re- 
plies to pertinent questions and suggestions that anyone in 
the school system is invited to ask or to make over his signa- 
ture or anonymously, as he may see fit. 


ELIMINATION OF NON-LOYAL TEACHERS 


In carrying out an intensive program of Americanism 
and loyalty throughout the schools during the year special 
attention has been given to the attitude and influence of 
teachers, for the purpose of eliminating from the service all 
who might be found to be wanting in American sympathy, 
ideal or purpose. The policy pursued in this matter is 
clearly expressed in the following recommendation made by 
the Superintendent to the Board November 20, 1917, which 
Was unanimously approved: 
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“On account of rumors and several definite reports con- 
cerning evidences of pro-German sympathies entertained by 
certain teachers in the public schools, I am recommending 
that the Board of Education define a clear-cut policy termin- 
ating at once the service of any employee in the Educational 
Department whose sympathies are proved to be with our 
country’s enemies rather than with the United States. If 
such action, based upon sentiments that may never be ex- 
pressed in words in the class-room, seems unduly drastic, 
let us remind ourselves that teaching is not limited to expres- 
sion through language; the influence of the conyictions and 
fundamental desires of the teacher's heart may be even more 
real than that of words. Moreover, since the supreme pur- 
pose of our public schools today should be positively to teach 
and profoundly to inspire our children and youth concerning 
those ideals of freedom, justice and humanity, for the se- 
curity of which our government and people are bending 
every energy, we should tolerate in our teaching corps not 
one who cannot join whole-heartedly and enthusiastically in 
the effort to realize this purpose.” 


Under the authority thus granted by the Board it was 
not found necessary to take any action during the year, 
although several cases of alleged pro-Germanism were in- 
vestigated. The latter part of the year, with the most help- 
ful co-operation of a committee of the Educational Council 
to which reference is made elsewhere, over fifty cases of 
alleged pro-Germanism, or lack of staunch Americanism, 
were carefully investigated, to the end that no one might be 
appointed for further service in the schools about whose 
loyalty, or ability to teach and inspire loyalty, there could 
be any question. As a result of these investigations most of 
those involved were cleared of suspicion. A small number, 
however, were omitted from the list of reappointments. 


RECRUITING THE TEACHING FORCE 


The unprecedented and increasing demands for service 
and the high wages offered, due to war conditions, have 
made their influence felt in our efforts to secure and retain 
the services of a competent and adequate force of teachers. 
The new-salary. schedules, with their immediate increases 
and their provisions for further increases in the future and 
higher maximum salaries, have made it possible to compete 
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on the whole successfully with financial inducements offered 
for service elsewhere. The call for direct military service, 
however, or for service immediately associated with military 
service, such as service in the Y. M. C. A. and Red Cross, 
has made serious inroads into the ranks of certain types of 
teachers, especially men teachers of Manual Training and 
technical subjects, physical training directors, physicians and 
nurses. 


The influences of war conditions are especially manifest 
in the attendance at the Normal School. The number of 
young women preparing to teach has suffered a sudden and 
marked decrease. All indications at the present time point 
to still further decrease in the Normal School enrollment. 


In spite of these untoward influences it has been possible 
by the aid of the improved salary schedule, and by anticipat 
ing needs months in advance, to engage for the coming year 
a sufficient number of well-trained teachers. 


CONGESTION AND RELIEF 


In spite of a rapidly increasing school population, con- 
siderable progress is being made in relieving congestion. 
Such relief is effected in two ways: First, through increase 
in the number of school rooms; and, second, through a 
change in school program and school organization. The 
number of rooms has been increased not only through 
new buildings and additions, but also through the reclama- 
tion of a large number of rooms in unused spaces of old 
buildings. 


Changes in program and school organization have made 
it possible to accommodate largely increased numbers in 
existing buildings without detrimental curtailment of time 
given to instruction. The plan known as the “Shift” plan 
was in operation in a dozen or more of the most congested 
elementary schools during the year. This plan makes it pos- 
sible to increase the capacity of a building from fifteen to 
forty per cent without any reduction in the amount of time 
that is devoted to the individual pupil’s instruction. - Indeed, 
under this plan there is some increase in time given to phy- 
sical training, recreation, play, and general exercises. The 
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plan involves the continuous use of class rooms from 8:30 
until 3:30. A modification of this plan applied to high 
schools made it possible to transfer over three thousand 
seventh and eighth grade pupils from congested grammar 
schools to the East, West, South, Central and West Tech- 
nical High School buildings—buildings that under the old 
conventional plan of organization were declared to be al- 
ready congested. Under the new plan of organization each 
of these buildings is capable of accommodating still larger 
numbers of pupils. 


INTRODUCING AN EFFECTIVE BUDGET 
SYSTEM 


During the early months of the year a thorough study 
was made of school finances, which resulted in the formula- 
tion of a tentative budget plan. This plan, with the approval 
of the Board, has been in operation since January 1, 1918, 
and though merely tentative has proved invaluable in the 
determination and control of expenditures. The budget 
system must be developed and made a permanent policy. 


REVISION OF SALARY SCHEDULES 


Complete and somewhat radical revisions of all salary 
schedules have been worked out and made effective. The 
outstanding characteristics of the revised schedules are the 
following: A two-year probationary period for all new 
appointees, regardless of previous experience; a minimum 
annual salary specified for various types of service, below 
which no one may be regularly employed; automatic ad- 
vancement in salary, at rates fixed under the various 
schedules, up to a “regular” maximum; provision for the 
recognition of superior individual merit by initial appoint- 
ment at salaries above the minimum, by annual advancement 
beyond the automatic increases of the schedule, by advance- 
ment beyond the “regular” maximum up ‘to a “superior 
merit’? maximum; substantial, though still inadequate, in- 
creases over the old schedules both in the minimum and the 
“regular” maximum salaries provided; much more substan- 
tial, but also still inadequate, increases over old schedules 
provided in the salaries in recognition of superior merit. 
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The new schedules were worked out in frank conference 
with the people immediately concerned, or with their chosen 
representatives. Available financial resources served, of 
course, as a general determining factor; subject to the gen- 
eral limitations imposed by this factor, it was the constant 
effort to determine each schedule in the light of every other 
schedule in order that the interests of every department and 
those employed therein might be treated equitably. 


Furthermore, the terms and conditions of every schedule, 
including the administration of the same, have been con- 
sciously and rigidly designed to serve the following double 
purpose: first, to attract, to hold and to encourage improve- 
ment in service of the highest grades of ability and achieve- 
ment that the designated salaries can command; and second, 
to debar and to eliminate from permanent service those who 
fail to come up to the minimum standards of ability and 
achievement that the service requires and that the designated 
salaries can command. 


Following are bare outlines of the new schedules, which 
are issued complete in a separate publication, together with 
all eligibility requirements and principals of administration. 


1. Salary Schedules for the Superintendent’s Staff and 
the Normal School and School of Education. 

Salaries of the following shall be as recommended by 
the Superintendent of Schools and approved by the Board 
of Education. 

(a) The Deputy Superintendent. 

(b) All Assistant Superintendents. 


(c) The Director of the Department of Reference and 
Research. 


(d) All assistants (not clerical) to the Director of the 
Department of Reference and Research. 


(e) The Principal of the Normal School and Dean of 
the School of Education. 

(f). All instructors in the Normal School and in the 
School of Education ; provided that the minimum 
and maximum salaries paid such instructors 


shall be respectively $1500 and $3600. 
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(g) Such other educational appointees serving in the 
Superintendent’s Staff or in the Normal School 
as are not appointed to service under any 
schedule.
